Essen, January 10.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.)—-A civilian mob 
estimated at 5,000 assembled in 
front of the Hotel Kaiserhof to- 
night and demanded the expul- 
sion of the members of the French 
commission, which was supposed 
to be quartered there.

The French ambassador and the 
Belgian charge d’affaires this after- 
noon submitted identic notices to the 
German government regarding joint 
action by France and Belgium in the 
Rubr. Baron von Rosenberg, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, informed the 
foreign affairs committee of ‘the reich- 
stag that. the German government 
would not reply to the notes but that 
it would lodge a protest against the 
impending action in the Ruhr as 
constituting breaches of existing 
treaties and international law.

The German government lost no 
time this evening in arriving at an 
interpretation of the French and Bel- 
gian notes, and the reeall of Dr.

| Puaris, January 10.—-(By the Asso- 
'ciated Press.)\—The army and peo- 
‘ple of France felt deep regret and 
i depression tonight over the order for 
‘the American forces to leave the 
Rhine. The fear was expressed: that 
| President Harding’s decision wceuld be 
'construeted by Germany and other na- 
tions as a rebuke to France on the 
‘eve of her independent action in the

/ Although Premier Poincare had 
not, up to a late hour tonight, re- 
ceived official confirmation of the de- 
_ cision, he accepted the news dispatch- 
es as authentic. M. Poincare was in 
the senate when the first dispatches 
from Waschington, reached Paris, The 
messages were hurried to him and 
he immediately conveyed the informa- 
tion to a group of senators who dis- 
cussed the matter among themselves. 
| The senators expressed surprise at 
ithe news, professing refusal at first 
to believe that the United States 
would take such a step at this time,

He declared it had 
brought to peaceful settlement “foul 
as promising prospects of war as the 
worst enemy of the league could 
have wished to see provided to test 
its usefulness and power,” enumerat- 
ing the settlement of the dispute be- 
tween Finland and Sweden over the 
Aaland Islands; the disagreement be- 
tween Poland and Lithuania; the 
dispute between Germany and Po 
land and that between Jugoslavia and 
Albania. 

Tells Good of League 
referred to the league’s 
organizing a permanent 
court of international justice, devis- 
ing a program for the betterment 
of labor conditions and stamping out 
the white slave traffic, 

He then took up provisions of the 
league covenant on Which the prin- 
cipal objections to America’s entrance 
into the league were based, Only 
three of them, he said, were really 
worthy of discussion. 

The first, he said, was in substance, 
“an agreement that we will not go to 
War against any member nation until 
after we have submitted our’ differ- 
ences to the council or assembly for 
decision’—an obligation which he 
thought America should find no dif- 
ficulty in assuming, since she already 
has treaties With more than 20 na- 
tions. containing provisions for delay 
and investigation. 

The second objection, he said, re- 
lated to the limitation of armaments, 
concerning which he declazed that 
“the enthusiasm with which the 
people and even the senate of the 
United States accepted the treaties 
for naval limitation a year ago 
sures us that again we are on solid 
ground in urging the present admin- 
istration not to delay entry into the 
league on account of the responsibil- 
ities which this obligation involves.” 

As to the third objection—that 
against participation in a world-wide 
economic and social bovecott upon any 
covenant breaking member of the 
league, he said: 

“The statesmen ‘of 
a unit in declaring confidence that 
this universal boycott will prove a 
powerful agency in preventing future 
war. Fifty-two nations, great and 
@mall, have assumed this obligation— 
why should America hesitate—why 
be afraid?’ 

Although he did not enumerate 
among the debated points worthy of 
Article 10, which proved 
the storm center of the fight against 
America’s entrance into the league. 
Justice Clarke discussed it at some 
length. He repeated the arguments 
its defendants used during the sen- 
ate fight—that America could not be 
drawn into war without her own 
consent under Article 10, because it 
was provided that all decisions under 
that article must be unanimous and 
America’s own objection was enough 
to keep her out. 

Some Might Differ

ate the system it should receive 
$220,000. 

After all school taxes for 1922 
have been collected and turned over to 
the board of education, according to 
the superintendent, the system will 
have enough money to complete the 
repayment of $110,000 which it bor- 
rowed last year in order to operate 
the schools. 

Toward the repayment of that sum 
the commission appropriated $52,000 
last fall for the county schools. 

Wil Have to Borrow Again. 

Unless some change is made in the 
metbod of financing the county 
schools, the county bdéard of educa- 
tion will be forced to negotiate an- 
other loan, as it did in 1922. or close 
the schools, it was declared by Mr. 
Simmons. Interest and discount in an 
amount exceeding $7,000 was paid on 
loans by the system last year, he 
said. 


Charles G, Turner, chairman of the 


county commission, agreed with Mr. 
Simmons that it was very unwise to 
pay such a large sum of interest and 
that the system should be placed on 
a sound financial basis. < 

It was on motion of Commissioner 
Edwin Johnson that the commission 
agreed to meet with the board of 
education two weeks from today and 
diseuss the situation.

When a player refuses to report to the club to which He is being sent, 
he is at once subject to severe punishment administered by minor league 
headquarters. This punishment usually means the end of the player’s 
career in organized baseball and sends him to mingle with the class so 
frowned on by the organized pastime—the baseball outlaws.
